Cap-
tain Frauklin died of brain fever in
1857. We abandoned the ships in April
1858 Captain Crozier decided to go 39
degrees south, hoping to reach Hudson
Bay. OQur provisious becoming exhaus-
ted, all but myself perished. I lay on
the suow insensible, when I was rescued
by some Esquimaux and lived with them
several years. From my observation .I
beeame convinced that there wasa habit-
able 1and father north.
